Early this morning 
hie condition became critical and he 
paaaed quietly away without recover¬ 
ing conactouHneas. He had been more 
or lesa unconscious for the peet two 
days with brief spells, when he was 
able to recognise those around him.

J. F. Statter, government operative, 
the revelation of which was made yes¬ 
terday. brings to light one of the most 
daring and comprehensive counterfeit¬ 
ing undertakings to come to the eyes 
of government officials in recent yearr. 
and a case that has baffled Canadian 
officers and the United Statea secr'rt 
service for the last six months. 

The plant was discovered In a stor¬ 
age room on Railroad avenue, and In¬ 
dicates that Seattle has been the head¬ 
quarters of a gang of skilful criminals, 
who have manufactured notes In the 
likeness of Bank of Montreal 120 bills 
and Dominion of Canada |6 bills, pass¬ 
ing them in a wide radius, including 
Beattie, Tacoma, Bellingham. Snoho¬ 
mish. Sedro Woolly, Victoria. Vancou¬ 
ver, New Westminster and along the 
route of the C. P. R. as far cast as 
Ottawa.

The counterfeiting plant Is said to be 
the most complete the government han 
seised since thd Leon gang, which 
worked In California five years ago, 
made their Bank of Passadena notes. 

Mr. Statter made an interesting dis¬ 
covery two days ago a'hloh completed 
the entire counterfeiting outfit. A 
painter working on the waterfront wos 
attracted to an object at the sea wall 
at the foot of one of the down-town 
streets hanging from a string fastened 
to the pier head.

London, May 18.—The Hbuse of 
Commons to-day dlscusseil the Home 
Rule for Scotland bill, a private mem¬ 
ber’s measure proposing to establish 
by a single chamber a Scottish parlia¬ 
ment consisting of 140 members.

: head and complications. He had gone | 
' to Atlantic City to recuperate. AI- 
‘ though not much Improvement was 
seen • In his condition, arrangements 
had been made to bring Mr. Waln- 
wright home to-day. Several of his 
relatives were with him at the end. 

Mr. Walnwrlght had been with the 
Grand Trunk system practically from 
Ita Inception, and being popular with 
the men of all parties at Ottawa, he 
was trusted with the road's Interest 
in matters that came before parlia¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Walnwright’a son, Arnold Waln¬ 
wrlght, K. C.. Is now in Elngland, 
where he argued the Tremblay-Del- 
patle case before the privy council. 
He had been cabled to return owing 
to hla father's serious condition. Five 
other sons and three daughters also 
survive: Wm. W., Montreal: Claude, 
Los Angeles; Lester, in the West: 
Chester and Eric, and Mrs. Arthur R 
Rtpman, Miss M. and Miss G. Waln¬ 
wrlght. Montreal. 

Tile remains will be brought to 
Montreal on Saturday evening. 

Mr. Walnwrlght was born In Man¬ 
chester. England, In 1S40, and was 
educated In that city. His first rail¬ 
way experience was gained In the 
aervlce of the Manchester, Sheffield 
and Ltncolnahlre railway, as a Junior 
clerk In the chief accountant's office. 
Subsequently. In 1868, he became sen¬ 
ior clerk and secr^ary to the gen¬ 
eral manager. 

In 1862 Mr. Walnwrlght came to 
Canada to enter the service of tbe 
Grand Trunk, at the solicitation of 
the late Sir E Watkins, who was sup¬ 
erintendent of the 'Canadian road. He 
was at flrsr senior clerk in the ac¬ 
countant's office, rapidly passed 
through various grades until he was 
appointed general passenger agent In 
1878. Thla poet he held until 1881, 
when he became assistant manager, 
rising to the rank of assistant general 
manager in 1891 and hpldlng the office 
of general assistant, 1996-1907. He 
was also comptroller of the system, 
1900-1907. He was fourth vice-presi¬ 
dent 1907-1910, second vice-president 
1910-1911, and from that date has been 
senior vice-president of tbe Grand 
Trunk and second vice-president of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific. 

Mr. Walnwrlght also held many of¬ 
fices In connection with subsMIaxy 
companies of the Grand Trunk and 
other companies. He was general 
manager of the North Shore railway 
1883-1885. a director of the Canadian 
Express Co., the Montreal Telegraph 
Co., Grand Trunk Pacific Terminal 
Elevator Co., Montreal Warehouse Co., 
and Intercolonial Ebepress Co. He was 
vice-president of the Richelieu snd 
Ontarla Navigation Co. and of the 
Grand Trunk Insurance and Provi¬ 
dent society. The Montreal General 
hospital benefitted by his services as 
a governor. Mr. Walnwrlght was 
widely recognised as one of the lead¬ 
ing financiers of Canada. He also 
served this country In the military 
line, having been captain In the First 
Brigade Garrison Artillery, the old 
Grand Trunk Brigade until Its dis¬ 
bandment. He saw active service at 
the time of the Trent affair and the 
Fenian raids. 

Mr. Walnwrlght was twice married, 
first to Rosabelle Hilda, daughter of 
the late Richard Arnold, of Toronto, 
and latter to her sister. Mary Emily 
Arnold.

UNDER TIPPING BILL 


London, ilay 15.—Seldom have such 
turbulent scenes been witnessed as 
those that occurred In the Imperial 
parliament In the early hoors of yes- 
I terday. During an all-night sitting, 

I with a view to the greater comfort of 
the minlgterlallsts. the government 
whip provided members of the govern¬ 
ment side with blankets and pillows. 

Labor members who were not sim¬ 
ilarly provided grabbed some of these, 
which caused a violent scuffle on the i 
fioof of the house, in which several 
memliers took part.' Mr. Ansley, a La¬ 
bor member, punched Mr. Green, gov¬ 
ernment whip, on the nose, causing him 
to fall to the floor.

Eventually after breakfast the gov¬ 
ernment secured the first reading of a 
government bill forbidding the giving 
of preference to trade unionists In em¬ 
ployment on public works, one of two 
measures which It desires to send to 
the lords. The government had a nia- ; 
Jortty of 21. 

The opposition show no signs of re¬ 
laxing their obstruction, and It seems 
that continued disorder and angry 
scenes must be expected. 

Comparatively little notice Is taken 
In the morning papers of the ’’snap" 
division In the house of commons yes¬ 
terday, In which the government al¬ 
most met defeat. The Unionists are 
disinclined to magnify the event, which 
was merely tactical trickery designed 
to embarrass the government. 

In an editorial by The British Week¬ 
ly. Sir Robertson Nlcoll asserts that 
ths exclusion of Ulster must be In¬ 
definite. 

It Is stated that mlnlstersare quietly 
sounding their followers regarding an 
extension of the period of exclusion for 
Ulster and of rearranging the voting 
areas by Including Fermanagh and Ty¬ 
rone, which are doubtfully Unionist, 
with Antrim. Armagh. Down and Lon¬ 
donderry, which are overwhelmingly 
Unionist, as one electoraL 

This would be almost certain to re¬ 
sult in exclusion for the six counties. 
An amending bill framed on these lines 
might secure Unionist acceptance, but 
would certainly excite Nationalist re¬ 
sistance; 

Pinal resort to the selsure by the 
customs authorities at Glasgow of a 
number of sword bayonets, believed to 
be destined for Ulster. General Sir Ar¬ 
thur Paget’s arrival at Newcastle. 
County Down, ostensibly for golf, the 
appearance of the cruiser Andromache 
In Lough Swilley, and preparations by 
the Irish constabulary In Ulster to re¬ 
ceive reinforcements from the south- 
all Yorm eagerly discussed items In the 
day’s Irish news.

May 15.—Nearly 2,200 * 
workers on the Panama canal died 
from accidents and fevers between May ’ 
1. 1904, and March 31, 1914, according to 
statistics read by Rep. Young, of North 
Dakota, in the house yesterday. The 
total of 2,190 victims. Mr. Young as- < 
serted, was greater than the mortality 
from wounds, on the battlefield in the 
war of 1818 and the Mexican war com¬ 
bined, the revolution or the Spanish* 
American war. 


Ottawa. May 16.—When the senate 
yesterday further considered the bill of 
Senator Davis, to abolish tipping. It 
was suggested that there should be an 
amendment which would make a dis¬ 
tinction between the penalties applied 
against employers and employees.

“Whether or not It was the result of 
the appeal made by the Colonist last 
Sunday, there has been a distinct Im¬ 
provement In the general tone of Ahe 
community this week."—Colonist.

The milkman literally tangoed on his 
early expedition and there was music 
even In the Jangling of his cans. The 
horses, whose heads In recent years, 
have b^n drooping “gradually low" | 
like those of the dying gladiator, from 
contemplation of the interloping auto¬ 
mobile. threw off their melancholy and 
strode the streets with a new-born 
faith in human nature. The once racking 
horn of the ubiquitous motor spoke In 
tones of tender solicitude, while so 
Irresistibly alluring were the accents 
of the steam whistles that workingmen 
ran all the way to the scene of their' 
di^Jly labor. The street car service, j 
w’hlch had aroused the Ire of our con¬ 
temporary. felt the quickening impulse 
of the new spirit and perceptibly Im¬ 
proved. and even messenger boys per¬ 
formed their errands without dallying | 
by the Yvayside. The Victoria baseball 
team won two games. Dr. Plaskett de¬ 
cided to instal the world’s greatest 
telescope here, and we are positive 
that had Hon. Robt. Rogers read that 
article on Sunday he would have au¬ 
thorised the construction of the Sey¬ 
mour Narrows bridge at once. Tn 
short, we seem to have been transport¬ 
ed suddenly to another world with only 
the high cost of living to remind us of, 
the excoriated crust upon which hu¬ 
manity has languished so long. We 
Join with all nature in thanking our 
contemporary for Its life-giving touch, 
and we owe It a debt of gratitude, too. 
for so modestly disclosing the Infallible 
source of our blessings. 

HON. F. D. MONK. 

Death Turing the past few months 
has taken heavy toll of men and wo¬ 
men who long have been conspicuous 
in the history and life of Canada. 
Hon. F. D. Monk, whose death Is an¬ 
nounced to-day, was a man of com¬ 
manding presence, conspicuous ability, 
unimpeachable integrity and unques¬ 
tioned sincerity. He was also a cul¬ 
tured gentleman, speaking both Elng- 
llsh and French with grace and 
fluency. Mr. Monk possessed In an 
unusual degree the respect and esteem 
of his political opponents. He always 
was courteous and hardly ever bitter 
in debate. Ite was kindly considerate 
in all his relations with his fellow- 
men. AUhouJ# a lifelong Conserv'a- 
tlve and leader of the party in the pro¬ 
vince of Quebec, he Joined hts political 
fortunes with those of Mr. Bourassa 
during thb campaign of 1911 when the 
Laurler government was fiercely as¬ 
sailed In that province on its naval 
policy. It was as a Nationalist that 
Mr. Monk Joined Mr. Borden's cabinet, 
and it was in redemption of his pledges 
and as a final seal upon his sincerity 
that he resigned his portfolio when 
tbe government brought down Its 
policy of contributions io the Rritish 
navy, while bis two colleagues, elected 
on tbe same platform, found excuses 
for their conduct and clung to office. 

Mr. Monk's kindly personality anJ 
frsmk courtesy won him many 
friends In the eastern sections of 
Canada, and hte death wUl be sincerely 
Md deeply mourned* 


WIM. WAINWRIGHT. 

The Canadian railway world has sus¬ 
tained another notable loss, this time 
tn the death of William Wainwrtght, 
vice-president of the Grand Trunk sys¬ 
tem. There was much In common be¬ 
tween Mr. Walnwright and Sir William 
Whyte, who recently predeceased him. 
Both came from tbe United Kingdom 
and began their railway careers In 
humble circumstances. Both forged to 
tbe front through merit and force of 
character. The analogy might be car¬ 
ried further, for they were very much 
alike In disposition. Like his lamented 
contemporary, Mr. Walnwright never 
permitted the glamor of his high'posi¬ 
tion to affect those qualities for which 
he was esteemed by everyone with 
whom he came in contact through the 
various stages of his career, nor to 
make him forget that be was a working 
railroad man. Hts loss will be severely 
felt by the great transportation com¬ 
pany which for fifty years had bene- 
,flted from his valued services, as well 
as by tHe country at larg«> 

SHOULD NOT LIE DOWN. 

We trust the city council, board of 
trade and other public bodies will make 
another effort to induce the govern¬ 
ment to provide In the current year's 
estimates for the Seymour Narrows 
j survey. We are convinced that If they 
I press hard enough the Minister of 
I Public Works will comply with their 
request. They have the government's 
' promise of two years ago and the as¬ 
surance of the minister in this dty last 
August. The entire representation of 
the province at Ottawa supports the 
administration. In the face of all these 
considerations, the pro^>ect of having 
something done this year ought not lO 
be hopeless. 

All that has been asked Is that a 
survey be undertaken in order that the 
, scheme may be laid fully before the 
government and parliament. This Is a 
modest request, a hundred t4raes more 
modest than the requests with which 
the government is being bombarded 
dally and with many of which there la, 
prompt compliance. If our readers 
could glance over the list of estimates 
now before the House they would feel 
that what we are seeking Is the height 
of moderation. 

A contemporary raised the point that 
we were trying to make capital out of 
the situation. This Is nonsense on the 
face of it. If political capital was what 
we wanted it would be to our advant¬ 
age if the government did nothing at 
all. for that would form the basis of 
criticism. But we are urging, and have 
urged for two years, that the survey 
as promised be undertaken, and we arc 
Justified In protesting against the ac¬ 
tion of the minister In refusing to im¬ 
plement his assurance, a refusal unac¬ 
companied by an explanation of any 
kind. 

We are told that when "a minister 
of the crown states the lima when he 
would find It convenient to hear repre¬ 
sentations. it must not be an unreason¬ 
able thing to fall in with hts wishes, 
unless they clearly mean an Indefinite 
postponement." 

We candidly confess that we are un¬ 
able to appreciate the attitude of the 
morning paper on this matter. It 
knows that the government has beard 
all the representations possible on the 
subject. We sent a deputation to Ot¬ 
tawa two years ago and the ratepayers 
bore a portion of the expenses. Did it 
make no representations? What about 
the representations made to Hon. Mr. 
Rogers during his visit here last sum¬ 
mer? Was It not reasonable to assume 
that Mr. Rogers had heard sufficient 
when he told us that he was looking 
around for a competent engineer to do 
the work? It appears to us that an¬ 
tagonistic interests are standing In the 
way of the scheme from the very start, 
an#Mr we sit back with folded arms 
il(witl be a confession that our agita¬ 
tion Is merely a flash In the pan and 
need not be taken seriously. 

THE RIFLE RANGE. 

Local militiamen will be Interested, 
though possibly somewhat confused, by 
the following extract from tbe Han¬ 
sard report of the highly entertaining 
efforts of the Minister of Militia to 
steer his estimates through the bouse 
last week:

For the first time since the New Zea¬ 
land butter season opened about five 
months ago, a Canadian-Australian ^ 
liner has departed from Auckland on 
schedule time. Advices have Just been| 
received here announcing the sailing of 
the red-stacker Marama. Capt. Rolls, 
from the New Zealand port on May 8. 
As good weather is now prevailing on 
the Paciftc the Marama should make 
Victoria on her scheduled date, which 
Is Tuesday, May 26. 

During the past five months the 
greatest amount of butter ever shipped 
to Canada from the Antipodes was 
brought In by the Canadlan-Australlan 
fleet. The Niagara brought In close to 
1.000,000 pounds each on two trips, and 
the Marama and Makura augmented 
the importations with shipments that 
taxed their refrigerating capacities. The 
bulk of the butter was load^ at Auck¬ 
land and In some Instances the ships 
lost over 24 hours in getting the ship¬ 
ments aboard. In the case of the Ni* 
agara thts time was easily made up, 
but the smaller steamships were unable 
to catch up to their schedules ond 
a’ere late arriving here. 

Freight Is Rmaller. 

As a result of the cessation In the 
shipping of butter to Canada the in¬ 
ward cargoes on the Australian vessels 
will be materially affected. The ad¬ 
vices 'received here state that the 
freight consigned to this port on the 
Marama Is under 100 tons, w'hich Is a 
condition not known of for some time. 
Vancouver's manifest has aiso suffered 
In the same way. 

The Marama Is bringing in a fair list 
of passengers, having 202 on board 
when she cleared from Auckland. This 
list will be considerably augmented by 
calls at Buva and Honolulu. Many 
British Columbiana who have been at 
the Hawaiian Islands on visits are 
booked to join the ship at Honolulu.

More than a million young people In 
many parts of the world, but principal¬ 
ly in the ITnIted States and Canada, 
will celebrate this week the silver 
Jubilee of the R|iworth l.>eacue, which 
was founded at a meeting Iteld in 
Cleveland. O.. Just a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury ago to-day. May 15, 1889. The 
U'agiie—which Is not, as some Ignorant 
persons may assume, a baseball circuit 
—was launclieti at a conference of dele¬ 
gates from four general young iieople's 
societies of the Methodist Kplsoopal 
church, including the Young People's 
Methodist alliance, the Oxford league, 
the Young People’s Christian league 
and the Young People’s Methodist 
union. The result of the combination of 
forces wsH a grt*nt religious "trust" 
whii’h. starting with l.G(N) local s«Kie- 
tles and a memberstilp of 8 ( 1 . 000 . now 
enlists the Interest and enthusiasm of 
millions of young people of both sexes. 

The merger of the four Methodist 
soeletles was called Epworth league 
after tho town of Epworth. in Lin¬ 
colnshire. England, distinguished as 
the birthplace of John Wesley, the 
founder of Methodism. The league 
adopted as its motto "Look up. lift up." 
and declared as Its purpose to "pro¬ 
mote InloIHgent and loyal piety in the 
young members and friends of the 
church: to aid them In the attainment 
of purity of heart and constant growth 
In grace, and to train them in works 
of mercy and help." The pledge required 
of member.^ Is *T will earnestly seek 
for myself, and do what I can to help 
othera to attain, the highest New 
Testament standard of experience and 
life. T will abstain from all forms of 
a’orldlv amusement forbidden by the 
discipline of the Methodist Episcopal, 
church, and I will attend, as far a'4, 
possible, the religious meetings of the, 
chapter and the church, and take some 
active 'part In them." The adoption of 
the pledge by local societies is made 
altogether voluntary. 

The league in the Methodist Episco¬ 
pal church south was provided for by 
the general conference of 1890. and at 
the general conference of northern 
Methodists held In Omaha in 1892 the 
Epworth league was officially endorsed 
and adopted as a child of the church. 
Within ten years of its organisation a 
million young people were affiltated 
with the league, and Its growth aince 
then has been very rapid. Early in Its 
existence the league spread to Canada, 
and since then chapters have been In¬ 
stituted In Mexico, India, several 
South American countries, Italy. Nor¬ 
way. Sweden, Denmark, Finland, 
(Thina, Hawaii and Japan. 

The league maintains a central office 
In Chicago, and publishes an official 
organ which has a wide clrculatloh. 
The southern church also has an Ep- 
worlh league Journal. The flrst Inter¬ 
national conference of the Epworth 
league, at which the northern, south¬ 
ern and Canadian societies were repre¬ 
sented, was held In Chattanooga, 
Tenn.. in 1895. 

While exclusively a young people’s 
organixatinn. the Epworth league has 
exercised a profound Influence on the 
Methodist church. Hundreds of thous¬ 
ands of adult Methodists of to-day 
were attracted to the church by the 
Epworth league. The good feeling and 
co-operation between the northern and 
southern branches of the Methodists of 
I the United States, who were separated 
: by the cMI war and the slavery issue, 
has been developed and encouraged by 
the Epworth league, whose youthful 
members are free from the bitter preju¬ 
dices and hatreds engendered by the 
civil strife of half a century ago.

“Dslng cubic centimeters as units,” 
said the scientist, “we find that a good 
average European brain Is of the bulk 
of l.SrtO units. The gorilla has a slight¬ 
ly larger brain than the chimiiansec 
or the oimtng. One of good medium 
hulk measures 600 units, nr a third of 
that of the well developed Kuropeiin. 

“The slie of European human brains 
also varies within very large limits, 
about a third more .and a third less;

CHINESE HATCH EGGS BY RICE.

Chinese In the interior dlslrlcts ad¬ 
jacent to Amoy employ an Ingenious 
method of hatching both hons’ and 
ducks* eggs, nays a consular report. 
The breeder takea a quantity of un- 
husked lice and roasU It. and then 
cools It until It Is lukewarm. He then 
spreads a three-inch layer, of the rice 
In a wooden tub and plaroa about lOD 
eggs thereon: another layer of lioc, 
this second and subsequent layer being 
but two Inches In thickness. Is spread 
over the egga Each tub has six layers 
of rice and five layer# of eggs so that 
there are 500 eggs In each tub. The 
rice is heated once every twonty-four 
hours, the eggs being .taken out at 
such times. When the eggs are again 
put In the rice the bottom layer Is 
placed oo top. and each of the other 
layers one row lower down, while the 
eggs previously In the centre of the 
tub are plaoed at the edge. The entire 
tub is covered with a cotton mattress. 
The chicks and ducklings aro produced 
In twenty to thirty days.
